SOUNDS SWING. 


As is well known, vibrations 
sound remain lingering in the air f 
some time. An Instance is the length 
of time that it takes an echo to ré@- 
turn to the starting point. Moreover, 
the air envelope around the earth, is 
but fifteen miles deep. ‘Outside of 
that radius vibrations cannot carry, 
as in the vacuum. [If sound wayes’ 
are imperishable, then, say the theo- 
rists, our envelope of atmosphere con- 
tains all the sounds that have been 
made since the world began. 

The Liewellyn Iron Works obtained 
the contract for the steel towers of 
the San Diego and Pear! Harbor sta- 
tions against a field of fifteen com- 
petitors, scattered from coast to 
coast. This concern was not a bidder 
on the Cavite towers. Each station 
‘will consist of three triangular towers, 
set on a triangle of 1000 feet from 
point to point, a power house of .gen- 
erating capacities comparable with 
that for a town of 5000 persons and 
the usual quacters. 
Each tower will 
height, 150 feet in 
ments and will consist of 300 tons of 
steel. The cost will be $29,100 each 
for the fabricating and erecting of the 
San Diego towers and $30,900 each 
for the Pearl Harbor towers. A year 
is given for forging and erecting. The 
Bureau of Yards and Docks of the 
Navy Department placed the con- 
tract. 

“It will be about like erecting the 
steel for an office building, only a 
much more difficult job, due to the 
‘great height of these towers,” said 
an official of the Liewellyn Iron 
Works, vesterday. 

The location for the San Diego sta- 
tion is in the Cholas valley, near 
Lemon Grove; while Pearl Harbor is 
the army and navy post of Honolulu.

A scandal restited when it was ais- 
covered that questions to be used at 
an examination for policemen were 
stolen and copies made and placed on 
sale at a pawnshop condrcted by 
ward politicians. 

HE DISAPPEARS,

Loveless's father died recently in 
Tilinois, leaving an estate. said to to- 
tal $100,000. Miss Swanson de.lared 
yesterday that Loveless recent!y be- 
gan. tentative plans for securing a 
divorce so that he could marry his 
“soul mate.” These plans were pr >4- 
en up when his father died, she said. 
“Mrs. Loveless first heard of. me and 
our little boy a few weeks ago,” aid 
Miss Swanson. “She refused to con- 
sent to a divorce. She insisted, a-- 
cording to Mr. Loveless, upon hig giv- 
ing her $2500 before she would con- 
sent to a decree. 

“Tt is true that’ for six years I Ihave 
lived with Mr. Loveless as his wite 
without the authority of either !aw or 
the church,” said Miss Swanson as 
she clasped her bright blue-eyed baby 
son to her breast. I believe that I 
have a better right to bear his tame 
than the woman in Chicago, who de- 
serted him in his adversity and who 
refused to accompany him West be- 
cause she feared she would contract 
tuberculosis. You know Mr. lLove- 
less has undergone more than sev enty- 
five operations for a tubercular af- 
fection.”

outside and fiid out what other cities 
are doing.” 

He also waned against depending 
on the lawyers charter-framing. 
“Avold the layers,” said the speaker, 
“because they have made more mis- 
takes in chafter-framing than any 
other: one of citizens. 

“A charte ould be so simple that 
even the humbBlest citizen can under- 
stand it. It sould be in primer lan- 
guage. It should express the purpose 
of free homé rule, free from the 
domination of the State. Details of 
organization ri not be placed in 


the charter, t make the charter a 
declaration of what you intend to 
do.

I caution 
against an over. emphasis of the im- 
portance of the form of organization, 
whether Federal, city manager, or 
commission, to the neglect of other 
very vital elements in an efficient 
modern charter 

It is of rill importance that the 
charter provide for the right organ ”*- 
tion of the city government und« 
the mayor, 


best way to provide 
for such organigation is to name the 
departments, st&te generally their 
function, and then to require the gov- 
ernment thus constituted to formu- 
late and publish a plan of depart- 
mental organization. A charter should 
provide for the. keeping of modern 
accounts, for lequate and prompt 
reports on city business, for scientific 
budget making with the fullest pub- 
licity for every step in the prepara- 
tion of the anniial estimates and al- 
lowances.

“Mr. Banning, who had named Wil- 
mington after his home town, Wil- 
mington, Del. ade a hot speech tn 
favor of the Union, " said Mr. Colton, 
“and it was so popular that word 
reached the United States army heads 
quarters in Washington. The result 
was Mr. Banning was given the con- 
tract for freighting all supplies to the 
forts in Arizona, He was allowed $25 
a day, in paper money, for each mule 
team, and he paid me $10 In gold, 
daily, for each of my teams.

"he bellef is growing that every 
child born into the world has a right 
to the best we can give him in the 
way of food, clothing, shelter and 


edutation. Among thoughtful people 
he is no longer considered an asset 
of the family, but an asset of society 
in terms of citizenship, a human be- 
ing enjoying life himself, and con- 
tributing to the enjoyment and well- 
beitig of others. a 

As this idea has developed, the con- 
viction has also grown that, during 
the ‘habit-forming period of a child's 
life; each one needs a training, or op- 


portunity for development, suited to 


hie special capacity. The public 
schéol system, being required to pro- 
vidé a curriculum of study suitable 
only to the normal children, must 
provide also for the abnormal child- 
ren and so fit the system of educa- 
tion’ to the mental capacity and en- 
vironment of the exceptional pupil. 

tis study of the child from the 
point of view of his own needs in- 
stead of the convenience of his elders 
Has Jed to the discovery that there is 
a lafge number of children who do 
not develop normally. A normal child 
will “pick up” a fair education under 
almost any conditions. We have thou- 
sands of examples of this in every 
walk of life. But there are children 
in e¥ery class of the public schools 
who-are unable to “keep up.” The 
teacher is forced to give an undue 
amount of the time that belongs to 
the Whole class of these individuals, to 
the Getriment of the rest, and with 


very meager results as to the abnor- 


mals, They spend two or three years 
in each grade, unhappy, humiliated, 
and finally they go out to meet life 
in the world wholly unfitted to per- 
form their part in it. | 
hy should we let this waste £o 
on?

They 
wouldn’t even sprout oyster plant. 

Now, our garden—well, it's very 
different. Instead of the “nine bean 
rows”. the poetic Mr. Yeats is fond 
of writing about, we have——honest to 

goodness!—thirteen rows of celery, up 
and flourishing. Nor do we reside 
in the peat bogs, at that. I have 
never watched celery being brought 
up by hand before, and Iam keenly in- 
terested to see whether it turns out 
green and stringy or white and crisp. 

The lettuce is a bit late with us this 
season, because the birds ate every 
seed of the first planting. This sec- 
ond bed has had to be covered with 
newspapers held down by sticks and 
stones, and even at that Peter Mock- 
ing Bird pulled up the edges of the 
papera and peeked under to see what 
he could reach. | 

We have never seen the birds so 
bold and ravenous before. It inclines 
one to think that they, too, have suf- 
fered from the prevalent lack of em- 
ployment. Now that the seeds are all 
started we have had to stake out palm 
branches, sticks and waving rags to 
ward off the desperate bandits. 

Peter Mocking Bird grows fatter 
and saucier with each year he tenants 
our premises. He was gyrating clown- 
ishly about the lawn the other morn- 
ing. when I whistled to him suddenly 
from the porch. He started as vio- 
lentiy as if he had been shot, then 
came to a dead standstill. Again I 
whistled, and again the shock nearly 
knocked him off his pins. But that 
time he located me, and fixed me with 
an impudent eye as I went through 
my entire repertory of cajoling sounds 
to be made with the lips. But he 
wouldn’t coax worth a smooth nickel 
He merely sat motionless as a stuffed 
blue jay, his head sarcastically set- 
tled into his shoulders, as if he said, 
“You are a remarkably poor imitation 
of a mocking bird, if you don't mind 
my saying so!" He has been giving 
the call of a mountain quail at inter- 
vals lately, having taken lessons 
somewhere in the hills, in all proba- 
bility, during his last vacation. 

It begins to look as if a few of our 
mulberries had decided to mature ac- 
cording to contract, instead of quit- 
ting in the middie of things, as they 
did last year. The tree is beautifully 
full of leaf, and the blossoms are, 
some\of them, actually forming into 
long green fruit. The figs, too, are 
nicely set, but the pear tree has only 
juet begun to turn green at the tips.

In fevers, according to a writer in 
the Dietectic and Hygiene tte, the 
tongue is generally coated or furred, 
dry, and sometimes fissured. It is 
apt to look dirty and the mouth to be 
bad smelling. In typhoid, when a 
brown furred tongue becomes darker 
and thicker, and foul accumulations 
appear on the teeth and lips, the con- 
dition is serious. 

When the tongue begins to) “clear 
up” we expect convalescence; when 
the coating reforms, we fear a re- 
lapse. The tongue becomes greatly 
enlarged in several fevers, where there 
ig extreme exhaustion. 

A coated tongue may be cauked by 
decayed teeth or enlarged tonbils or 
excessive smoking. When a circum- 
scribed swelling and hardness appe«. 
on the‘tongue they point to tancer 
or to another very serious % 
To establish the diagnosis bétween 
these ft may be necessary to cut out a 
piece for microscopic examination. 

Depressed scars upon the siurface 
of the tongue indicate healed specific 
ulcers. We may find in epileptics scars 
due to biting the tongue. Finally the 
tongue may be stained by drugs, or 
acids or alkalis. j

im Food Supplies. 

{Frederic J. Haskin in Washington 
Star:] The problem of feeding Eu- 
rope is to be partly solved in the 
near future by methods recently dis- 
covered for increasing the production 
cf food through the utilization of elec- 
tricity in agriculture. | 

It has just been abnounced that 
England wiil turn all her grazing 
lands into wheat fields bearing crops 
for the next harvest. Sir Oliver Lodge 
has already demonstrated on his own 
farms the possibility of making every 
acre yield an increase of at least 40 
per cent. over its ordinary crop by 
electroculture. When the English 
grazing lands are growing wheat by 
electrically-aided agriculture, England 
need fear no shortage of bread, either 
for her soldiers in the field cr their 
families left at home. i 

The scientigts of every country are 
experimenting with a view to _ in- 
creasing the vaiue of electroculture to 
the farmer and gardener, and at least 
half a dozen methods of applying 
electric currents to food production 


supply. . Sir Oliver Lodge as 
been especially, interested in  in- 
creasing the wheat supply, and the 
electrical farm apparatus of his in- 
vention is believed to minimize both 
expenditure and labor. He has demon- 
strated that a two-horse-power oil en- 
gine can drive a dynamo capable of 
supplying ample electricity for fer- 
tilizing an eighteen-acre wheat field. 

The electricity is conducted through 
wires charged positively ‘stretched 
across the field high enough not to in- 
terfere with walking under them, and 
by negative wires cunnected with the 
earth. The two kinds of electricity, 
positive and negative, strive to meet, 
causing a discharge of electricity be- 
tween the overhead wires and the 
ground, which stimulates the growth 
of the crops. 

The good effect of electricity upon 
the soil is due to its nitratizing in- 
flUence. Every farmer knows the value 
of nitrate as a fertilizer. While it may 
be applied directly, electricity is heip- 
ing food production indirectly by pro- 
ducing, in larger quantities than ever 
before, such substances as calcium 
hydrates, better known as nitrolin. The 
development of these products througn 
electro-chemistry has already gone 
far to fill the deficit of the failing sup- 
ply of Chilean saltpeter. The great 
electro-chemical plant at Niagara Falls 
is producing unheard of supplies of 
these products, as if in answer to Sir 
Oliver Lodge's great query, *““When the 
wheat crop fail, what a

Fresno county is worth more than 
.$160,000.000. It produced last year 
about $55,000,000. It has 1,728,000 
acres of agricultural land of which 
867.840 acres have been developed. 
Of this 500,000 acres are under cul- 
tivation. 

Fresno is the greatest raisin-pro- 
ducing center in the world. Ten per 
cent. of the county's annual income 
is from this source. The production 
is almost 160,000 pounds. More than 
122,000 acres are devoted to grapes. 
Thirty per cent. of the grapes are 


raisins and’ 10 per cent. are packed 
and shipped out as table grapes. 

ita the leading sweet-wine 
district of the State with twenty-s#ev- 
en wineries, some of them the largest 
in the world and twenty-nine distil- 
leries.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 3.~-Modoc 
county people think they have located 
oil indications at Fairport—almost on 
the Oregon line—of sufficient im- 
portance to justify a Federal inquiry, 
and they have asked Congressman 
Raker to get the United ‘States Geo- 
logical to make an ‘Investiga- 
tion. 

For a long time there have been 
those who have believed oil ‘exists 
near and under Goose Lake. which 
lies about two-thirds in Modoc coun- 
ty and about one-third In Lake coun- 
n. It is said that oll springs 
bubble “up through the water in the 
southern part of the lake. 

Until a few years ago Modoc ccun- 
ty. lying In the extreme. northeastern 
corner of California, was without rail- 
road transportation. It is still none 
too well explored in parte; hence the 
fact that no pool or belt of oll bas 
ever been.set on maps in this region, 
does ‘not necessarily prove anything 
at all, or perhaps gives no ground 
even for forming an opinion. 

Should oil be found, it will be the 
only discovery ever made in Califor- 
nia sorth of San Francieco, except 
in Humboldt county, where indica- 
tions have been struck but where oll 
has never developed.

Prac- 
tically all trees are reversible in this 
fashion. This is an important fact, and 
should never be lost sight of in prbqri- 
culture. 

Water is the life blood of all forms 
of vegetation. The pant or tree does 
not thrive on the water, but by means 
of the water. Your blood is not your 
food, but it transports: the life-giving 
strength-building food elements 
throughout your system where each 
pertiealar cell takes what it needs for 

In the human system 
we must have a good circulation of
